BELFAST, Northero Ireland (Reu- 
ter). -- A landmine blast which kill- 
ed five men on a lonely mountain 
road and Protestant attacks on two 
republican funerals in Belfast 
brought a frightening new dimension 
to the bloody troubles in this British 
province yesterday. 

The five men — two engineers 
from the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration and three local construction 
workers — were killed instantly when- 
thelr Land Rover was blown to bits 
by a mine buried in the road near the 
border with the Irish Republic 

‘They were on a routine mainten- 
ance trip to a B.B.C. radio relay 
mast on Brougher Mountain about 
180 kms west of Belfast and not far 
from where Major the Duke of Kent, 
a cousin of Queen Elizabeth, is sta- 
tioned with his armoured car squad- 
ron, The mountain 15 in the Duke's 
patrol area. 

Tt was believed the mine, big 
enough to blow up several houses, 
waa intended for an army Land 
Rover which daily visits the site ta 
relieve security guards, 

Paratroopers sealed off the road 
and a second mine was found and 
dismantled by the army, The area 
hay been patrolled since a gelignite 
charge damaged the radio mast last 
month --- but there Was no army 
visit before yesterday morning’s 
blast.

Egypt’s demand 


Egypt demands of Israel a par- 
tial withdrawal of the Israel forces 
on the eastern bank of the Suez 
Canal as a first step in the fixing 
of a timetable for the implemente- 
tlon of the remaining clauses of the 
Security Council resolution. In re- 
turn for the withdrawal of the Is- 
rael Defence Forces, Egypt does not 
promise to implement the main 
clause of the Security Council re- 
solution, which is the achievement 
of ἃ peace agreement between the 
parties and of secure and agreed 
borders. The sole return that is of- 
fered us is to begin at once with 
the clearing of the Canal and its 
reopening for navigation — and this 
too without making it clear that 
navigation will be free and that, 
within the framework of the ser-

‘Ever since the cease-fire.in June 
1967 authorized representatives of 
Israel have clearly stated our rea- 
diness to negotiate with Egypt with 
regard to arrangements for opera- 
ting the Suez Canal. Here is what 
Foreign Minister Ahpa Wban said 
on the Israel Broadcasting Service 
on July 29, 1967: “Israel will be pre- 
pared to arrive δὲ an agreement in 
the matter of the Suez Canal, apart 
trom an overall Solution, on condi- 
ton that the waterway will.-be open 
to all states, including Israel.” 
Later, he said that “Israel's poai- 
tion in this respect Is absolutely 
clear.” 


Eshkol’s reply 


On October 18, 1967, the late 
Prime Minister Levi Eshkol was 
asked: “Mr. Prime Minister, what 
did you mean when you spoke of 
separate negotiations with Egypt on 
the activation of the Suez Canal?” 
The late Levi Eshkol replied: “I 
was asked whether we would be 
prepared to settle the matter of the 
Canal on its own, and to this 1 
answered that we are prepared for 
the activation of the Canal on the 
explicit condition that anything 
granted to the states of the world, 
and the rights that they will enjoy, 
should be granted to, be enjoyed by 
Israel as well.” 

That was our policy. Had Egypt 
meintained the cease-fire agree- 
ment according to the Security 
Council resolution of June 1967 it 
would then have been possible to 
arrive at agreement with Israel on 
clearing the Canal and opening it 
for free navigation. But Egypt pre- 
ferred. as we, know, to try her 
strength in the war of attrition, and 
clung to the belief that a blocked 
Canal is preferable to a sea-lane 
which would be open to Israeli ship- 


ping. 

Opening the Canal to interna- 
tional navigation could be an ex- 
pression of the desire and aim to 
attain peace However, President 
Sadat’s proposal, as presented in 
hia speech, tries to achieve a stra- 
egic advantage by the withdrawal 
of Israel's forces ‘without actual 
progress towards peace. To me it 
seems strange to propose the with- 
drawal of our forces from the Canal 
outside a framework of agreed ar- 
rangements for the absotute termi- 
nation of the war.

President Sadat’s proposal — in its 
present version — than what is ex- 
pressly stated.

Direct face-to-face contact be- 
tween us would make it easier to 
examine every proposal on Egypt's 
part or on Israel's part with the 
purpose of achteving unequivocal sg- 
reements on all provisions, including 
the conditions and times for the 
Implementation of the. agreements. 

Our position on the opening of 
ths Canal’ has not changed. We 
are in favour of the opening of 
the Suez Canal to free navigation 
and would even willingly discuss 
proposals aimed at leading. to 
normalisation of civilian life in 
that aren and mutual de-escalation 
of the military line-up. 

But does the President of Egypt 
believe that it is possible to carry 
out the work of clearing the Canal 
while the threat to renew the war 
ig still in force? At any rate, 
Israel is ready today, as in the 
past, to hold discussions with Egypt 
on arrangements for opening the 
Canal, even ag a separate issue 
from other provisions. 

Since my last statement in the 
Knesset the dangerous involvement 
of the Soviet Union in the Egyptian 
war-machine has continued and 
deepened, Since the death of Nas-. 
ser the Soviets have taken further 
steps to consolidate the attach- 
ment of Egypt to the Soviet Union 
as “a faithful aly.“ We have πὸ 
signs that indicate that the Soviet 
Union has urged Egypt to main- 
‘tain the cease-fire with no time 
limit in accordance with the Secu- 
rity Council resolution of June 1967. 


Massive arms flow 


On the contrary, the increased 
military aid, the massive flow of 
weaponry, including’ weapons of 
an offensive character (bridging 
equipment, heavy artillery, planes 
and ground-to-ground missiles), the 
growth in the number of Soviet 
army personnel, pilots, technicians 
and advisers, have encouraged and 
heartened the extremist elements in 
Egypt. " 

This process has clear militant 
anti-Israel implications, which are 
not lost on either the Egyptians 
or the Soviets, 

But the process has global impli- 
cations as well, and it is vital that 
these should not be lost on the 
nations of the world — and, in the 
first instance, on Israel's friends, 
who are in a position to take de- 
terrent 
aid us in procuring the tools and 
the means that are necessary for 
our self-defence. : 

An extension of 30 days ls too 
short a period for us to be com- 
placent, We must be alert — but 
not frighténed.

alternatives. Either constituency 
elections, or raising the minimum 
qualification percentage, both of 
which would bar smail factions 
from the House, and make the 
strong factions still stronger. 

‘The Alignment has voted formally 
for constituency elections and has 
established tentative contacts with 
the Liberal wing of Gahal, which 
is also committed to that p le.

THE ENVIRONMENT: IT’S A 
MATTER OF NOW OR NEVER 


A® National Nature Protection 

Week got under way last Friday 
and the radio, television and news 
media were filled with special 
features abour the state of con- 
servation in Israel, the overall tone 
was one of “where do we go from 
here?” In a long and serious scru- 
tiny of the situation, conservation- 
ista, and through their eyes the pub- 
lic in general, took a close look at 
our resources of air, water and land 
and what they saw was far from 
good. 

In their stock-taking most 
conservation leaders, including the 
heads of university-orlented ecology 
councils and leaders of the Nature 


.{ Reserves Authority, agreed that for 


Israel, conservation is a matter of 
“Now or Never.” 

The situation in Israel, according 
to most authorities, is'a lot grim- 
mer than most of us want to be- 
eve. Among the facts that make 
one wince are the following. 

@ <All of the coastal rivers are 
polluted, two thirds of them are 

devoid of life. : 

@ The Sea of Galilee is badly 
polluted and in acute danger of 

being irrevocably damaged. 

@ The Coral Reef of the Red 
Sea from Silat to Sharm-e- 

Sheikh is being poHuted at an .un- 

precedented rate. 

@ Most of our beaches are a dis- 
Brace. 

@ The public highways are litter- 
ed without any sort of control 

and many are becoming an eyesore. 

Φ Our laws (good ones) against 
unlicensed quarries and other 

depradations against the land are 

violated and no official body is 

willing to enforce the law. 


e Our alr is polluted and laws 
made to protect the citizen from 
the proven harmful effects’ of such 
air pollution are a joke in their 
application. 
@ One third of the food we eat 
would be confiscated in most 
advanced countries as being dan- 
gerously contaminated with pesti- 


e@ Sven our Nature Reserves are 
often threatened by lack of wat- 
er rights and by careless polsonings 
and sprayings in adjacent areas. 
@ Some animals, rare in Israel 
and of actual value to agricul- 
ture, are ruthlessly destroyed by of- 
ficials engaged in the protection of 
Agriculture. 
@ Everybody talks about our en- 
vironment but few seem to be 
willing to do anything about it. 


Lack of communication 


The list could be even longer, 28 
long in fact as the bureaucratic 
process necessary in order to get 
action on even the most flagrant 
violations of the law where the prin- 
ciples of conservation are concerned. 

dt is because of the complete lack 
of communication in these matters 
that most serious conservationists 
advocate the establishment of 2 se- 
arate Authority with the power to 
act in the pubHe interest which 
would deal.with problems of ecolo- 
gical importance. Such an ‘Authority 
should, ideally, be composed of both 
administrators of wide experience 
and of scientists with practical know- 
ledge in their specific flelds, Such 
a body, most agree, should have the 
right and duty to interfere In plan- 
ning and in development wherever 
there is a question of the effect of 


projects on the environment of the 
Tsraeli. 


AD in all the camp of conserva- 
ton is divided into those who can't, 
for instance the ecologists who care 
but who still constitute “a voice 
erying in the wilderness”, and those 
who won't, the long entrenched offi- 
cials of established policy who see 
the whole ecological cvisis as a per- 
sonal attack on their achievements. 


But there is a brighter side to the 
pleture. Whatever the factors in- 
volved in the matter, Israel is one of 
the top ten nations of the world 
and the first in her geographical 
area in the percentage of national 
land that 15 set aside as Nature Re- 
serve. This is not a thing to be 
shrugged off lightly. Faced with the 
growing demands of the ‘Nature Re- 
serves ‘Authority one Cabinet Minls- 
ter is quoted as , “well, I'm 
glad we declared the State before 
‘we made a Nature Reserves ‘Autho- 
rity.” ᾿ 

‘Ail in all, conservation in Israel 
can be summed up 85 a case of some 
limited but outstanding successes, 
and some bitter failures, The voice 
of those who know and care is 
not drowned out and those who 
speak from the heart like one scien- 
tist from the Laboratory for Re- 
Search op the Sea of Galilee in the 
end have the ring of truth that 
must be heard: “I'm afraid,” says 
the researcher, “that any day we 
may wake up and realize that yes- 
terday we passed the point of no 
return in our misuse of the Sea of 
Galllee."

Advocate Ruben Cheyne pointed 
out that the local Commission had 
¥tself concurred with the decision 
to tackle the traffic problem first, 
but had submitted no agreed 
ag yet. He was astonished by the 
fact that town planners who had 
worked on the still-secret outline 
plan Yams served as - 
ἀφσίβ to the proponents of the 
Panorama Road projecta. Had the 
possibility of earthquake been 
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taken into account for the high 
buildings on high spots, he asked, 
citing the doubts of a selsmologist. 

The high-rise buildings served 
algo as landmarks for the guidance 
of enemy planes. While the out- 
line plan wag still ‘‘classified” and 
not yet ready, planning was going 
on plecemeal, presenting the town 
Planners with so many faits ac- 
compiis. The City Engineer had 
courteously said “no” to his re- 
quest to study the future plan, to 
the prejudice of his client's interest. 

Architect Meir Shkedi also stres- 
sed the case for comprehensive as 
opposed to fractured planning, for 
an asset like Panorama Road. 
Panorama should remain open and 
not be restricted to views between 
house fronts, and buildings on the 
skyline should not be higher ‘that 
the Dan Carmel Hotel. Architect 
ἘἙ. Unger asked, “If the Munici- 
pelity can offer a prize for the 
finest plan for a Mane Katz Μυ- 
seum why can it not do that for 
the planning of Panorama Road 
as a promenade?”

TEL AVIV. — The Book of Ruth 
and the Song of Songs in Russian 
with a perallel Hebrew text has 
been made available by the World 
Hebrew Union to Israelis who wish 
to send them to their friends or 
relatives in the Soviet Union, Prof. 
Arie Tartakover and Mr. Hatm Le- 
vanon told the press here yester- 


“We were acting on the word of 
the former Soviet Ambassador in 
Israel, Mr. Dimitri Chuyakhin, who 
told me, shortly before Moscow 
severed their relations with us, 
that there was no legal obstacle to 
Soviet citizens receiving Hebrew 
books. He told me to go ahead,” 
Prof. Tartakover said. 

The Russian texts in both cases 
have been published in Russie be- 
fore. The Union is now preparing 
@ compact self-teaching book of 
Hebrew for Russians, on the lines 
of a successful book the Union had 
published for Croatians. 

According to: Prof. Tartakower, 


the Book of Ruth had been sent 
by registered mail to nearly 1,500 
addresses, and about 700 receipts 
have been received. The Union al- 
so makes available Hebrew Records 
and coloured of Israel to 
those who wish to send them.
